Auditor, Elizabeth Foster: The Treasurer's Report was 
examined and found accurate. 


Tax Collector, Catharine Patton: Head, Poll & Yield 
taxes were received and Head and Bond & Debt Retiremen 
taxes paid as indicated on Treasurer's Report above. 


Road Agent, Ralph Bean: Most of the money allotted 
for road work last year was used on minor road repeirs 
a small amount :remains to be added to this year's 
allotment and will be used, probably for tarring. 


Librarian, Grace Bean: A total of $80.10 was spent 
last year to purchase 17 new books. The balance in 
the Town Library Fund is $1191.15, 


Trustee of Trust Fund, Richard Jackson: The Town has 
$20,000 locked in its Reserve Fund in a 90-day notice 
account in the Meredith Savings Bank, drawing 41% 
interest. 

It was moved, seconded and voted affirmatively to 
increase this Reserve Fund by $10,000, making a 

total of $30,000 which can not be used except by 
approval of 2/3 voters of the Town. (See Town Report 
May 30, 1959). 


Health Officer, Elliott Foster, M.D.: No business to 
to report. Or. Foster asked Mr. Bean to report on 

the status of the sewage system. Mr. Bean stated that 
the recently-built lagoon was enlarged last year, upon 
recommendation of state authorities, and the cost was 
paid by the Inn. it js hoped that this enlargement 
will improve the ficiency of the lagoon system.

It was voted to appropriate @285.00 for Town officers’ 
salaries for the coming year. 


It was voted to appropriate $75.00 for Town officers’ 
expenses for the coming year. 


It was voted to appropriate the necessary amount ($27.76) 
for Town Road Aid for the coming year. 


It was voted to appropriate $1000.00 for the repair and 
maintenance of Town roads and bridges. 


It was voted to appropriate $200.00 to pay for the super- 
vision of property by the Police Chief. 


It was voted to appropriate $500.00 for Town House expenses. 


It was voted to contribute $100.00 to the Sceva Speare 
Memorial Hospital in Plymouth. 


It was voted to appropriate $50.00 as a contribution to 
the Campton Fire Department and up to $50.00 additional 
for the maintenance of fire equipment in Waterville. 


It was voted to appropriate the necessary funds for 
supporting the following associations: Tax Collectors’ 
($3.00), Town Clerks' (23.00), White Mt. Region ($11.28), 
and New Hampshire Municipal (amount not specified). 


it was voted appropriate $100.00 for roadside improvement. 


It was voted to appropriate $1000.00 for spraying for 
insect control. Mr. and Mrs. Rey volunteered to investi- 
gate the possibility of trying one of several new 
materials for spraying, and ikl report their findings 

to the Selectmen. 


It was voted to appropriate the necessary funds for 
payment of the County and School taxes and for the 
bond and debt retirement tax. 


It was voted to appropriate $100.00 for Civil Defense 
expenditures. 


IT was voted to appropriate the necessary funds for 
bonding town officers. 


It was voted to contribute $50.00 toward the maintenance 
of the Dump. 


it was voted to establish a Town Cemetery. A committee 
composed of Elliott Foster, Ralph Bean, and Catharine 
Patton was formed to make plans for such a cemetery, 
based on specifications set up by the State of N. H. 





It was voted to appropriate funds up to $500.00 for 
costs involved in the perambulation of town boundaries 
_ during the coming spring or summer. The Selectmen were 
instructed to make plans for perambulating the lines, 
including the services of a competent surveyor, and to 
make contact with the various adjoining towns to ask 
for their cooperation and for information on when lines 
were last walked. 





XX. It was voted to appropriate $200.00 for trail clearing work. 


mel After a brief intermission for lunch there was a brief 
discussion pertaining to future town meeting dates and 
notification thereof. 


XXI1. A general discussion followed on the subject of possible 
zoning laws in the future. The concensus appeared to be 
in favor of establishing a zoning ordinance of a limited 
nature in the next year or two, and the members of the 
Town agreed to give some thought to this project, with 
the idea of discussing it again at some suitable time. 


The meeting was adjourned at 2:55 p.m.
